report in court. A further result of 
the presentmenis of the jury was tte 
order of City Controller Morrow late 
todav for the withdrawal of all city 
funds frem the six banks, and the 
practical nullification of the ordinance 
@esignating them ase custodians of city 
funds.

It is 
further deciared that the members of 
the grand jury are of the opinion that 
the books of the Workingman’s bank 
have been mutilated, three pages re- 
ferring to this deal having been cut 
from the ledger. Einstein, it is also 
declared, kept $5,000 for his services 
in arranging the deal. 

Clerks Given 81,000 Each. 

Further declarations in 
ments are that two city clerks were 
given $1,090 each, and that $1,700 was 
set apart for newspaper men. and that 
Henry M. Bolger, the saloonkeeper a!- 
ready convicted of bribery. was given 
$500 for his services in bringing abou: 
the meeting between officials of the 
German National bank, of Pitteburz, 
and the councilmen. 

Tt is recited that John F. Kein and 
Joseph C. Wasson, by reason of their 
confessions and statements making 
possible the exposure of the facts, are 
entitled to great consideration, and a 
reduction of Klein's sentence is urged. 

It is also recommended that no 
further indictments be found against 
Klein or Wasson for any of the crimes 
to which they have confessed. The 
xrand jury. declares that it i= con- 
vinced that Charles Stewart and Wil- 
liam Brand can unravel the entire net- 
work of criminal work, and are in po- 
sition to disclose the names of al! 
#ultty parties. It is recommended that 
thé court be as lenient as possible in 
passing sentence on those who con- 
fess their guilt. 

Three Men Under Fire. 

Indictments are recommended against 
Charlies Stewart, William Brand and 
Hugh Ferguson, for conspiracy; against, 
Siewart for soliciting bribes from the 
six banks: against Stewart for dis- 
tributing portions of the money to 
several councilmen; against Brand for 
soliciting a bribe from the Columbian 
National Bank, and for having received 
bribe money directly or indirectiy 
from Max G. Leslie and also for re- 
ceiving bribe money from other banks, 
and against Brand charging him with 
distributing bribe money in various 
sums to various other members 
eouncils; against Hugh Ferguson for 
soliciting, demanding and 
money from bankg to be used to obtain 
votes to get the city deposits for these 
institutions, and with distributing 
bribe money to other councilmen. 

The presentments also declared that 
former Councilman Jacob Soffel re- 
fusea the tender of $5,000 which was 
then set apart as a defense fund in 
case any of the members of the clique 
got within the grasp of the law.

WILL ASK CITY 
TO BUY CEMETERY 


Hollywood ‘Proposition 


Considered. 


Cemetery Commission Meets 
With Committee of Council 
and Hears Proposition Made 
by Owners of Cemetery Prop- 
erty on the River Car Line. 


The council cemetery committee and 
the cemetery commission met yesterday 
afternoon to consider the purchasé by 
the citv of the Hollywood and the Rose 
Hill cemetertes, which lie adjacent to 
each other on the river car line about 
4% miles from the center of the city. 

From the way the members of the 
commission expressed themselves, it is 
safe to say they will vote:'to recom- 
mend to the mayor and general coun- 
cil that the property be purchased. 

Charies P. Glover, president of the 
Charlies P. Gliover Realty Company, 
which owns the property, and Colonel 
W. R. Daley, attorney for the com- 
pany. appeared before the commission 
and committee and proposed to seil the 
land, which embraces 420 acres, for $1 
cash, provided the city assume an is- 
sue of bonds to the amount of $100,000, 
at 5 per cent, which can be taken up 
at the expiration of either ten or twen- 
vears. The company agreed to ex- 
$15,000 in beautifying the 
grounds, or, if the city wanted to do 
the work. to deduct that amount from 
the $100,000. 


5,000 Lota Already Sold. 


It was stated by Mr. Glover that 
there had been sold in Hollywood cem- 
etery about 5,000 lots and that there 
had been some 2,700 burials. 

In reply to a question from Colonel 
W. S. Thomson, president of the cem- 
etery commission, Mr. Glover said that 
he would submit to the commission 
and the committee of councll at the 
next meeting copies of all the con- 
tracts that had been made with lot 
owners and with the street car com- 
pany about furnishing cars for funer- 
als. He said that cars could be used 
at a cost of not mgre than $10 each 
and this would greatly lessen the ex- 
penses of funerals. 

Colonel Daley said 
of the car company ran through the 
eenter of the property. The county 
board had agreed to finish paving this 
vear the road from the oity to the 
cemetery grounds. 

Thought the Site a Good One. 

Colonel Thomson and Councilman 
Minor stated that they had inspected 
the property and thought it admira- 
bly adapted for cemetery purposes, 

Other members of the commission 
and committee said that the city had 
to secure a cemetery in the near fu- 
ture and that objections would be 
raised to most any site that might be 
selected, except the one now under 
consideration, as a cemetery was al- 
ready located tnere. 

The committee ‘and commission ad- 
journed to meet again next Wednes- 
day afternoon at 3 clock, when a 
report to ceuncil will be made after 
the company furnishes further data 
asked for.

in the machine at the time of the ac- 
cident. 

The wreck 
o'clock. Megssgfs. 
were returning from 
with Jim Davis, Mr. Fain'’s driver, at 
the wheel. On reaching the top of a 
steep hill jus*t west of Hapeville, the 
brakes on the machine failed to work, 
and the car began running wild. 

At the foot of the hill the road makes 
an abrupt curve toward the city. At 
this point the driver attempted to fol- 
low the roadbed, only to find that his 
steering gear had jammed, and before 
the occupants of the car realized what 
was taking place,’ the machine had left 
the road and  c@llided with terrific 
force with a teleghone pole. 

The car, it is sajd,. wés running fullv 
60 miles an hourg when it struck the 
pole and all fou of the passengers 
were hurled a diétance of more 
20 feet. All were Fendered temporarily 
unconscious and were found in this 
condition a few minutes later by the 
occupants of another automobile. They 
were revived without difficulty, and, 
leaving the wreekéd car behind, took 
a street car for the city. <All were 
badly bruised and ghaken, and Booker, 
who was riding on the front seat with 
the driver, was minus a ear. He was 
sent to the Grady hospital on hts ar- 
rival in the eity. The others were 
able to go to thelr homes without as- 
sistance. 

Both wheels on the right 
the auto were completely smashed, 
the radiator was jammed and 
twisted and almost torn from the body 
of the car.

Auditor Is Freely 
Discussed. 


The creditors of J. J. and J. E. Mad- 
dox met yesterday afternoon in Referee 
Percy Adams’ office in thé Grant builld- 
ing with Receiver. Meador, vice presi- 
dent of the Lowry National Bank, in 
attendance.

The report of the auditor is inclosed 
fn the report of the receiver to the 
United States court. It goes into de- 
tail regarding the transactions of the 
company since its incorporation, and 
closes with the statement that the 
books are now in a deplorable con- 
dition, and “in our opinion. have not 
been properly kept or in balance at 
any time during the period under re- 
view.” 

Questionable transactions are alleg- 
ed to have been made by the company. 
Accounts of defunct concerns, worth- 
less notes, ang valueless items are al- 
leged to have been carried as assets. 

“Family Is Favored.” 

In reference to the statement that 
members of the Maddox family and re!l- 
atives have been preferred in payment 
of indebtedness, it is charged: 

“Discrimination and favor seem to 
have been shown in payments made 
on accounts of the Maddox family and 
relatives.

Irish peer and an Irish baronet, is of 
ancient Welsh descent His ances- 
tors. however, have.peen settied in 
the Emerald Isle since the latter part 
of the sixteenth century, and Castle 
Freke came into the possession of one 
of his forbears, the son of the first 
Lord Carbery, through his marriage 
with Grace. only child and soie heir-

The seventh lord was a most charm- 
ing and witty man, full.of fun and 
humor, tn spite of his being deaf and 
dumb, and so clever, that by watc hing 
the lips ‘of ‘his only daughter, Geor- 
giana, now the wife of Lord Bandon, 
whe was devoted to him, he was able 
to understand without difficulty what 
she was saying. Lady Bandon, who 
makes her home at Bernard castle, 
near the town of Bandon, and which 
in olden times was known as Castle 
Matron, used in her younger days to 
be the finest amateur lady whip of the 
United Kingdom.

Charles Mailet, the new ‘financia! sec-

KILPATRICK FOR 
SUPREME COURT 


Justices Fish and Beck 
to Run for Re- 


election. 


Kilpatrick, one of the 
most prominent members of the At- 
lanta bar, will probably be a candi- 
date for a place on the bench of the 
supreme court of Georgia in the elec- 


tion this fall. 

The terms of both Chief Justice Wil- 
liam H. Fish and Judge Marcus W. 
Beck expire on January 1, and their 
successors will be elected at the com- 
ing election. 

According to a statement made by 
Judge Beck to a representative of The 
Constitution, both he and Justice Fish 
will stand for reelection. 

When asked about the probability of 
his. making the race for the supreme 
court, Mr. Kilpatrick said: 

“It is true that a great number of 
my friends have approached me with 
the request that I make the race and I 
have taken the matter under serious 
consideration, and while I have reached 
no definite decision, it is probable thas 
I: may later decide to announce my 
candidacy.’ 

Mr. Kilpatrick is recognized as one 
of the most skillful lawyers in the 
state. He represented the twenty- 
eighth district in the state senate in 
1896 and 1897, and was chairman of 
the railroad committee and vice chair- 
man of the general judiciary commit- 
tee of the senate. For the past ten 
years he has been a resident of At- 
lanta, having moved here from Monti- 
cello. 

When asked for a statement as to 
whether or not he would stand for re.- 
election, Judge Beck sald: 

“Both Chief Justice Fish and myself 
will stand for reelection.’ 

Chief Justice Fish has been a mem- 
ber of the supreme court almost ten 
years. When Judge Simmons died five 
years ago he was elected chief jus- 
tice to succeed him. 

Judge Beck has been a member of 
the supreme court for five years, hay- 
ing been appointed by Governor Ter- 
rell to succeed Judge Simmons, and 
was later elected to fill out the unex- 
pired term of Judge Simmons.

BELIEVES SCOT 
WILL REACH POLE 


Sir Ernest. Shackleton 
Talks of New South 
Pole Venture. 


New York, March 25.—“I have al- 
most no doubt that Captain Scott's ex- 
pedition will reach the South Pole,” 


declared Sir Ernest Shackleton, the 
Antarctic explorer, 
ashore today. “I have no intention,” 
he added, “of heading any expedition 
to the South Pole while Captain Scott 
is trying to reach it.” 

The British explorer, who was 
knighted not long ago for reaching the 
point ‘“furtherest south” yet attained 
by civilized man, arrived with Lady 
Shackleton today on the Lusitania. 
During his stay here he will be the 
Guest of the Transportation Club. 

The explorer declined to discuss Dr. 
Cook. “I have not made any state- 
ment at any time,” he said, “as to 
whether or not Dr. Cook reached the 
North Pole. I believe that Commander 
Peary reached the Pole. I have abso- 
lutely no doubt of it.” 

“What do you think about the race 
South Pole?’ Sir Ernest was 
asked. 

“Well, Germany has decided to post- 
pone its expedition for one year and 
meanwhile Captain Scott and the 
American expedition will have an op- 
portunity to accomplish the work.” 

Roosevelt as Explorer. 

“Do you think that Colonel Roose- 
velt would be the best man to head the 
American expedition?’ 

“He seems strong enough and ener. 
getic enough,” was the answer, ‘but 
{ do not know enough about him to 
express an opinion.” 

Sir Ernest was then asked about the 
comparative merits of ponies and dogs 
in an Antarctic expedition, as the 
Americans have decided to use dogs 
only. He said that he considered 
Manchurian ponies far superior to 


snow drifts in the 
make dogs practically useless. 

“Given carte blanche as to the ex- 
penses in equipping an expedition. I 
would guarantee to reach the South 
Pole,” he added fn a very 
tone. 

Sir Ernest said that he would not 
Plan an expedition to the South Pole 
until the result of that under Captain 
Scott became known. He will, how- 
ever, if possible, go into Antarctic re- 
gions next year on a scientific expedi- 
tion for coast and geological surveys. 
Sir Ernest left this afternoon for 
Washington, due to arrive at 8:30 p. m. 
He will be the guest while there of 
Ambassador Bryce.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 
What 


Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, March 25.—Bradstreet's 
tomorrow will say that the week's de- 
velopments have been generally favor- 
able. Chief among these has been the 
advent of warm, spring weather which, 
coupled with the near approach of 
Easter, has stimulated retail trade at 
all markets, allowed of expansion in 
the building trades, the preparation of 
the ground in the north for planting, 
the beginning of seeding of grain and 
cotton at the south, and of oats and 
vegetables in the middle regions of the 
country. The industrial situation, too, 
has measurably improved in the col- 
lapse of the sympathetic strike at 
Philadelphia, the return to work of 
many thousands of idle hands there, 
and the submitting of the western 
railroad men's demands to arbitration. 
The situation is still not entirely clear, 
however, as the demands of the soft 
coal minecs are yet to be met, and re- 
lations between some large eastern 
railroads and their employees are not 
entirely settled. In addition, the tend- 
ency toward curtailment in the cotton 
goods trade is progressing. and there 
is said to be 10 per cent of the com- 
pany'’s cotton spindles idle, with more 
curtailment expected: many silk looms 
are idle, and there are some leather 
workers, steel workers and paper mill 
hands still on strike. 

In wholesale trade features are the 
slight improvement in jobbing trade 
reported, as a result of the picking 
up of re-order business in spring goods 
in the west; the revision of bleached 
and brown cotton goods leading to 
some increase in business east and 
west, and the signs of improvement in 
foreign demand for cotton goods’ tn- 
duced by attractive prices. Dry goods, 
millinery, lLg@ht shoes and spring wear 
generally show the best results of 
the warmer weather and the advance 
of the season, while agricultural im- 
plements, seeds and fertilizers have all 
sold well. Price uncertainties still 
tend to retard the development of dis- 
tant trade, though a few markets 
send good reports as to early trade for 
all. Collections are irregular, and 
range from slow to fair.

DUN & CO’/S REVIEW. 

New York, March 25.—R. G@ Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that good weather stim- 
ulates a large distribution of mer- 
chandise, and reports from the leading 
trade centers, and particularly those in 
the west and northwest. speak of ac- 
tive markets in most lines. The iron 
and steel trade reports increased’ busi- 
ness, which is especially noteworthy 
in finished materials. This gain is ac- 
companied by a continued decline in 
prices for pig iron. 

The 10 per cent revision in prices of 
bleached cottons, begun by jobbers. 
has extended to agents, and a better 
volume of new business is coming for- 
ward. This revision brings quotations 
to a basis of 9 cents for Fruit of the 
Loom and 8% cents for Lonsdales and 
Hills. Revisions, unannounced, are 
also being made in various other lines: 
but it is too early for fall operations 
by jobbers on domestics, and hence 
there is uncertainty as to what the 
final outcome of the revision will be, 
although it is now possible to do busi- 
ness at lower quotations for cham- 
brays, cheviots, wide sheetings, heavy 
brown sheetings and fine cottons. Job- 
bers’ road salesmen are hooking sub- 
stantial orders of all cottons for re- 
tailers, and the latter are doing a good 
Easter trade. Stocks are not cumber- 
some. The export trade on cotton 
goods for Far Fastern ‘shipment reach- 
ed 25,000 bales. Curtailment of pro- 
duction in cotton, worsted and varn 
mills is being forced by the unbalanced 
relations of finished goods prices and 
the maintained price of raw ma- 
terials. 

Business in footwear shows some im- 
provement, although contracts sent in 
by salesmen -on the road are not as 
large as expected. In leather. condi- 
tions are more satisfactory, and trade 
is increasing, and in some varieties a 
slightly stronger tone is manifest. The 
hide market shows marked strength, 
with especial firmness ‘in domestic 
stock.

SUNDAY SCHOOL INSTITUTE ' 


John S Helms, Dr. Stiles says he vis- 
ited eight schools located in three 
counties and saw 1,306 school children, 
of whom he puts down 656.9 per cent 
as suspects. The number so classified, 
Dr. Stiles savs, May, as experience 
shows, be taken as an ultra-conserva- 
tive estimate of the number of these 
children who had hook worm infection. 

In fact, hé adds. according to expe- 
rience, on a basis of 55.9 per cent “sus- 
pects” it may be concluded that the in- 
fection is probably not less than 89 
per cent—which was the estimate made 
by Dr. Helms before the examination 
of the children began Pupils in these 
schools represented not only some very 
poor children.from the farms, but also 
children of very well-to-do families 
from farms and towns. 

At least five of the teachers in the 
schools visited showed clear and pro- 
nounced effects of hook’ worm infec- 
tion. 

In a second paper Dr. Stiles speaks 
of a visit to three cotton mills in Rock- 
ingham, N. C. In those three mills 
242 people were employed, and the per- 
centage of hook worm suspects was 
64.8, being about what was antici-

PRICE OF COAL 


TO TAKE A RISE 


Proposed Increase 
‘Freight Rates to Affect 
Local Market. 


of 


Atlanta can look for a material im- 
crease inthe price of summer coal 
within the near future. 

Conditions tending to produce this 
are several. 

Both the local buyers. and those of 
the entire state are dependent upon 
the mines of Tennessee and Virginia 
for their supplies. Probably the 
greatest percentage of Georgia con- 
tracts are with Virginia operators, and 
owing to a decision which is looked 
fr from the interstate commerce com- 
mission it seems likely that’ the 
freight rates from Virginia coal points 
will experience a decided increase, 
This, of course, will raise the price 
of retail coal. 

As matters now stand the rate from 
the Tennessee Coal Creek district to 
Atlanta is $1.36 a ton and the rate 
from the Virginia points, which are 
about twice as far, is only $1.60. just 
25 cents more. This difference in the 
rates threw a large part of the con- 
tracts to the Virginia people and 
caused the Tennessee operators to 
file mplaint' with the interstate com- 
missiOn asking for an equalization of 
the rates; that either the Virginia rate 
be increased or the Tennessee rate de- 
creased so that, neither would have 
the advantage. 

This. matter under

In the event that the Tennessee rate 
changed this will have a tendency 
lower the price instead of raising 
but that is not looked for. 

Effect of Strike. 

Another situation which seems liike- 
ly to influence the local coal market 
is the strike imminent througnout the 
bituminous coal belt. The arbitration 
committee which has been meeting in 
Cincinnati terminated Thursday with- 
out any agreement being reached. As 
the matter now stands, all the miners 
throughout the coal belt will quit 
work on the Ist of March. 

In the event 4hat this strike 
come jo pass a great quantity 
from Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia mines will be subverted from 
their accustomed channels to meet the 
demands of this séction and so de- 
crease appreciably the shipments to 
the southern points. 

All of-the tocal dealers are looking 
for an increase in retail rates, though 
no exact figures can be arrived at 
just now.
